of Virginia as well. It centers biographi- 
cally about the lives of Robert and Viola 
Winmill who for over fifty years actively 
participated in the leading sporting, 
social and business life of their times. 
He, born and bred in Warrenton, Vir- 
ginia; founder of the New York stock 
brokerage firm of Gude, Winmill & 
Company, sponsor of schools and clubs, 
a polo player on Long Island and owner 
of race horses. She, from earliest years 
devoted to horses and riding, the ‘‘First 
Lady of Foxhunting,’’ prominent in 
coaching who built a large collection of 
coaches, and showed dogs. They traveled 
widely from their homes in New York 
and Warrenton. 


New York for them was Long Island, 
a rented cottage first (1913) in Locust 
Valley and soon a 1740 farmhouse, 
‘*Borradil Farm’’ in Mill Neck, which in 
time they extended to eight bedrooms as 
it stands today. Only survivor of their 
four children is daughter Virginia who 
has created an entertaining and decided- 
ly frank record of times past, of life as 
her parents led it here, in the City, and in 
Virginia. 

Illustrations abound, some in color, in 
which quite a few Long Islanders will 
recognize themselves and find mention 
by name in text or in the extensive 
Appendix. Words and music of hunting 
songs are included in the latter.
